contrary  to  law,  and  who  shall  refuse  or  ne¬ 
glect  to  remove  therefrom  upon  the  order  of 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,”  etc.,  were 
agreed  to. 

Mr.  Hamilton  (Rep.),  of  Texas,  introduced  a 
bili  to  grant  certain  rights  to  the  Centra'  Texas 
and  El  Paso  railroad  oompany,  and  to  provide 
for  a  continuous  through  line  of  railroad  be¬ 
tween  the  oities  of  the  lower  Mississippi  river

Mr.  Cockling  (Bep.),  of  New  York,  presented 
concurrent  reeolutioDS  of  the  New  York  Legis¬ 
lature  against  the  granting  of  a  subsidy  to  the 
Texas  Pacific  railroad  and  other  Internal  im¬ 
provements. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Sherman  ^ftep  ),  of  Ohio, 
the  Senate  took  up  the  bill  reported  by  ths 
finance  committee  to  atoend  the  acts  authoriz¬ 
ing  the  refunding  of  the  national  debt.  Mr. 
Sherman  said  the  bill  was  recommended  by  the 
secretary  of  the  treasury.  The  bill  as  pissed 
amends  the  acts  named  so  as  to  provide  that 
the  amount  of  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued 
bearing  four  and  one  half  per  cant,  interest  be 
increased  to  #500,000,000,  and  that  they  be\ 
payable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  United  States 
after  thirty  years  from  the  date  of  their  issue, 
instead  of  after  fifteen  year^  It  also  ro- 
videa  that  the  act  shall  not  be  oonstrued  to 
authorize  any  increase  of  the  tutal  amount  of 
bonds  provided  for  by  the  acts  named,  nor  to 
authorize  any  increase  whatever  of  the  bonded 
debs  of  the  United  States. 


Bills  were  introduced  to  reduce  the  tax  on 
distilled  spirits;  to  appropriate  the  proceeds  of 
sales  of  public  lands  to  educational  purposes; 
to  define  the  rfaht  of  United  States  citizens  in 
foreign  countries. 

The  House  voted  on  the  bill  to  reorganize 
the  judiciary,  and  it  was  passed  by  yeas  143, 
nays  102. 

Mr.  Jenks  (Dem.),  of  Pennsylvania,  intro¬ 
duced  a  bill  for  the  transfer  of  the  pension 
bureau  from  the  Interior  department  to  the 
War  department.  Referred. 

Mr.  Fort  (Rep.),  of  Illinois,  from  the  oom- 
mittee  on  Territories,  reported  a  bill  to  pre¬ 
vent  the  useless  slaughter  of  buffaloes  in  the 
Territories.  The  bill  makes  it  unlawful  for 
any  person  not  an  Indian  to  kill,  wound  or  in 
auy  manner  destroy  any  female  buffalo  or  any 
greater  number  of  buffaloes  than  are  needed 
for  food  or  for  the  market.  Passed- 

Mr.  Vance  (Dem.),  of  North  Carolina,  from 
the  committee  on  patents,  reported  back  ad¬ 
versely  the  bili  limiting  the  duration  of 
patents.  Laid  on  the  table. 

He  also  reported  the  bill  to  protect  the  reve¬ 
nues  of  the  patent  office.  It  provides  that  any 
officer  who  shall  reoeiye  any  m  oney  other  than 
his  salary  for  any  work  dene  lhaU  be  punish¬ 
able  by  fine  or  imprisonment.  Passed. 

Mr.  Young  (Dem.),  of  Tennessee,  reported  a 
bill  to  provide  for  tbe  building  of  a  custom 
honse,  etc.,  in  the  oity  of  Memphis,  and  limit¬ 
ing  tbe  appropriation  to  #600,000. 

After  discussion  an  amendment  limiting  the 
amount  to  #500,000  was  rejected  and  an  amend¬ 
ment  limiting  the  amount  to  #400,000  was 
agreed  to— yeas,  131  ;  nays,  106. 

Mr.  Hewitt  (Dem.),  of  Alabama,  reported  a 
bill  granting  pensions  to  certain  soldiers  and 
sailors  of  the  Mexican,  Florida,  and  Black 
Hawk  wars.  Referred  to  the  oomarittee  of 
the  whole.  • 

Mr.  Wood  4#Jem.),  of  New  York,  from  the 
oommittee  on  ways  and  means,  reported  a  bill 
for  carrying  into  effect  tbe  treaty  recently 
made  with  the  king  of  the  Hawaiian  islands.

investigations  into  the  low  of  Squids, 
which  form  a  very  acceptable  addition 
to  our  knowledge  on  tbe  subject.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  Golding,  the  laws  govermng 
the  movement  of  water  may,  with  cer¬ 
tain  restrictions,  be  applied  to  the 
movement  of  the  air,  and  after  having 
as  an  engineer  for  many  years  success¬ 
fully  studied  the  currents  of  rivers  and 
oceans,  Mr.  Colding  has  applied  his  re¬ 
sults  to  the  study  of  a  few  bumcanes. 
The  mathematical  formal*  by  whioh  he 
has  endeavored  to  show  the  relation  be¬ 
tween  the  velocity  and  preesure  of  the 
air  and  the  dimensions  of  the  whirl¬ 
wind,  are  apparently  deducted  in  a  not 
very  rigorous,  but  sufficiently  approxi¬ 
mate  manner.  On  applying  them  to 
the  actual  observations  taken  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  hurricane  of  1837  (the 
so-called  Antiguan  hqmcaneL  art  ^Iso 
to  the  horriemoe^f  fee  twenty-fln*  of 
August,  1871,  he  finds  that  the  formula 
represents  the  observations  with  a  de¬ 
gree  of  accuracy  probably  within  the 
errors  to  whioh  the  observations  them¬ 
selves  are  likely  to  be  subject. 

The  simple  'principle  sooordmg  to 
which  he  is  able  to  calculate  the  nature 
of  the  final  shape  of  the  surface  which 
is  shown  whenever  water  ia  allowed  to 
flow  out  of  a  bowl  through  a  osntral 
hole,  consists  in  this.  viz. :  that  when 
the  rotation  is  once  established  in  the 
water,  each  particle  describes  a  cade 
about  the  oentral  axis,  whose  radius  ia 
such  that  the  pressure  of  the  water 
above  the  moving  particle  exactly  coun¬ 
terbalances  the  centrifugal  force  due  to 
its  circular  rotation.  In  the  case  oi  the 
atmosphere  we  have,  Instead  of  a  well 
defined  surface,  a  series  of  surfaces  of 
equal  pressure,  and  the  centrifugal  foroe 
due  to  the  circular  mo vem  ant  around 
the  hurricane  is  counterbalanced  by  the 
pressure  of.  the  atmosphere  at  that 
point.
